Committee Report Relative to Women in General 
conference.— The committee to which was referred the Baltimore 
and Northern New York propositions relative to the admission of 
women in the General Conference reported as follows : 

"Your committee to which was referred the propositions from 
the Baltimore and Northern New York Conferences relative to the 
proposed change of the Second Eestrictive Bule relative to the ad- 
mission of women to the General Conference, respectfully reports. 

1. That the proposition from the Baltimore Conference be laid 
on the table. 

2. That the proposition from the Northern New York Confer- 
ence which is as follows be adopted : 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1892 directed the sub- 
mission to the Annual Conferences, in the autumn of 1895 and the 
spring of 1896, of certain resolutions which provide in part, as fol- 
lows : "1. That we submit to the Annual Conferences the proposi- 
tion to amend the Second Eestrictive Eule by adding the words 
'And such delegates must be male members, 7 after the words 'two 
lay delegates for an Annual Conference/ so that it will read, 'Nor 
of more than two lay delegates for an Annual Conference, and said 
delegates must be male members. 7 * * * 5. That if the 
amendment so submitted does not receive the votes of three-fourths 
of the members of the Annual Conferences and two-thirds of the 
General Conference, the Second Eestrictive Eule shall be so con- 
strued that the words 'lay , delegates' may include men and women, 
and thus be nr jiarmony with the legislation of previous General 
Conferences y ' and 
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Whereas, The fifth section of said resolutions requires "The 
votes of three-fourths of the members of the Annual Conferences" 
to enact said proposed amendment ; while the Discipline requires, 
so far as relates to the Annual Conferences, only the concurrent 
recommendation of three-fourths of all the members of the several 
-Annual Conferences who shall be present and vote on such recom- 
mendation • and 

Whereas, In submitting this extraordinary proposition to the 
Annual Conferences, the General Conference did not adopt it le- 
gally by a majority vote of two-thirds, so as to ask the members 
of the Annual Conferences to concur in its own action, nor did it 
"recommend" the adoption of the amendment proposed, but plain- 
ly indicated a desire that it be not adopted; therefore 

Resolved, (1) That waiving all questions of the expediency of 
the admission of women to the General Conference, we declare our 
judgment that such admission should not be secured or sanctioned 
by any method that wears the suspicion of irregularity or inade- 
quacy. 

Resolved, (2) That we deem it expedient not to vote on said pro- 
position till after the General Conference shall have leg illy adop 
ed it, and "recommended" the concurrence of the members of the 
Annual Conferences. 

Resolved, (2) That action on said proposition be and is post- 
poned till after the next General Conference, 

The motion to adopt was carried by a rising count vote of t)l ayes 
and 1 nay.

Win. Murrell Property.— The committee to which was en- 
trusted the matter of the Murrell property reported that in accord- 
ance with the instruction given at our last annual session, they 
paid, out of the allowance made to widow Murrell by the last con- 
ference, all encumbrances against the property including "taxes, 
repairs, insurance etc." There was an old unpaid tax, however, 
which was not known to be resting against the property, which had 
to be paid out of funds in the hand of Win. Matthew, Treasurer. In 
consequence of the trouble and perplexities connected with its pay- 
ment, Mrs. Murrell agreed to transfer the property to the Preach- 
ers' Aid Society and thereby relieve herself of all future responsi- 
bilities, as had been proposed to her by the committee the year be- 
fore.

FreeclneiVs Aid and Southern Education Society- 



During the year ending- J uiie 30th, 1804, chin Society expended 
in its important educational work in the South, $215,354 68. 
: Ail the forr y- six ''»«tittitions of learning under the care of the 
Society have been kept open in spite of the distressful embarrass- 
ments growing out of the great financial stringency which has 
affected the whole country. 

Xo better, or more important work is done in the South than by 
the Christian schools of the Methodist Episcopal Church. As a 
conference, we have special reasons to rejoice in the work accom- 
plished by this Society in Louisiana, in founding and mantaining 
schools of high grade. 

As a conference we should redouble our efforts in the work of 
securing students for our schools, and increasing tie collections 
from charges for this cause. 

Your committee recommends the adoption of the following : 

Resolved, That we accept an apportionment of #1800 to be 
raised as our collection for 1895, and hereby instruct the Presid- 
ing Elders to apportion that sum to the various charges. 

Resolved, That we make a special effort to raise our several ap- 
portionments and forward the same to the Society before May 1st 
to assist in tiding over the financial distress of the present year ' 

Resolved, That we request Dr. Hartzell, and the Presiding 
Elders to act as a special committees to provide envelopes and 
literature to aid the pastors in raising their apportionments. ' 
GAMMON THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

The school at Atlanta, Ga. is in a very prosperous condition. 
The faculty consist of llev. W. P. Thirkield. J). ])., Rev. J. A. 
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Murray, D. D., Eev. E. L. Parks, D. D. and Rev. J. W. E. 
Bo wen, D . D. 

We begin our report of the institutions within the bounds of our 
own conference with devout thanksgiving to God for His abund- 
ant blessings on our work. Notwithstanding the annual low 
prices of our staples sugar and cotton, and the consequent low 
wages paid for labor, still our young people are in our schools, 
and the work of education so vital to all our interests goes on 
with increasing prosperity. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. 

We learn that the enrollment exceeds that of any previous ses- 
sion, reaching at this time 564. A corps of professors numbering 
23 ; 12 white and 11 colored is doing most excellent work. The 
report for January shows 103 in the boarding hall receiving the 
advantages of the home, and church training of the University. 
The careful and kindly oversight of the teachers, thus given our 
sons and daughters we regard as invaluable, and we strongly re- 
commend all our people to board their children in the University. 
A gracious revival season has just closed in which 24 of the 
boarding students were happily converted, another proof of the 
spiritual as well as intellectual and social advantages enjoyed by 
those who make their home in the institution. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

The college of Liberal Arts still maintains the high stand- 
ard of other years, and the number seeking advanced edu- 
cation steadily increases. The teaching is done by graduates of 
high standing in the schools where they were educated, and we 
aregreatly favored in securing professors so thoroughly qualified 
for the salaries the Society is able to give. 

NORMAL DEPARTMENT. 

The efficiency and success of this department were never greater 
than now. We are indebted to the trustees of the John F. Slater 
Fund for an appropriation that makes this work of training teach- 
ers possible, and we desire to express our heartfelt obligation for 
the timely aid thus kindly given. 

MUSICAL DEPARTMENT . 
In view of the great need of a better class of music for ' our 
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Sunday-schools, we are especially gratified to learn of the large 
number studying music, and that the required course is thorough 
and of a high grade. 

INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENTS. 

The University is from the highest to the lowest departments 
a school of industry, and from six in the morning until ten at 
night the busy workers are to be seen everywhere. All the work 
of the buildings and grounds is done by students for which they are 
liberally paid thus teaching them how to do, as well as enabling 
them to meet a portion of their expenses. It is to be regretted 
that the trade schools could not be kept open a part of the time 
at least, but we learn that the Board has not toen able to afford 
such salaries as to secure competent teachers. 

MEDICAL COLLEGE. 

Since our last conference Bishop Mallalieu with his old time in- 
terest in our work and self denying zeal for the relief of our neg- 
lected, suffering and dying people has through President Adkiu- 
son expended over twelve hundred dollars repairing and painting 
the building. It is now in first-class condition, and with some 
apparatus to be supplied will afford all needed facilities for the 
work of the coming session. A class of five will graduate this 
month, young men thoroughly qualified for their profession.

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GILBERT ACADEMY AND INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTE* 

Owing to the financial depression and ^difficulty in making- sat- 
isfactory arrangements for a Faculty this school was not opened 
until January 2nd. The infirm health of our beloved brother and 
long time successful laborer in this field, Eev. W. D. Oodman, IX 
D., has been a serious embarrassment to the Academy. Arrange- 
ments have been made temporarily to carry on the work in his ab- 
sence, and Prof. Jas. L. Murray has been elected Principal and 
his excellent wife, music teacher and matron. They have the 
charge of the school, assisted by an full corps of teachers, two 
Of them being graduates of rife Normal Department of New Or- 
leans University. 

A superior class of students is in attendance, and the number 
is constantly increasing. All departments are in excellent condi- 
tion, and we earnestly urge our people to send their boys and girls 
to Gilbert Academy. 

ALEXANDRIA ACADEMY. 
The session opened October 1st, with Eev. C. Johnson, A. B. Prin- 
cipal and Mrs. Emma Johnson his accomplished wife Principal of 
the Normal Department. They are both graduates of our Univer- 
sity and possess superior qualifications for their work. The en- 
rollment at this time is 120 with new students coming in every 
month. 

The course of study is the same as in the University, the aim 
being to give a thorough training in the English branches and fit 
those preparing for college for the Normal and preparatory classes. 

The school has been in successful operation for five years and 
is doing a work that should be highly appreciated in its patroniz- 
ing territory, 

We recommended that the Bishop be requested to appoint L. 
G. Adkinson, President of New Orleans University and Cornelius 
Johnson, Principal of Alexandria Academy. 

We also recommend to all our pastors, wherever practicable, to 
operate day schools in connection with their churches as feeder* 
to our University and Conference Academies.

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ORPHANS HOME. 

Your committee has carefully considered the various documents 
referred to it concerning the Orphans Home, located in St. Marys 7 
Parish. 

In 1894, an agreement was entered into by the Orphans Home 
Board, and the Freedmens Aid Society by which the Board deed- 
ed to the Society, a campus of 13£ acres, and the buildings thereon 
on two conditions; 1st, that the Society maintain a school, and 2nd j 
to educate as many orphans as the plantation would support . The 
place was leased to Dr. Godman, and his lease required him to 
carry out the condition concerning the orphans. If any lots were 
sold the Freedmens 7 Aid Society was to receive the money and in- 
vest the same for the support of orphans that have been cared for 
each year. 

Your committee feels that there should be proposed a full and 
satisfactory history of the inception, growth and present status of 
the Orphans House property, and of its relations to the Freedmen 7 s 
Aid Society, and also that some plan by which more orphans can 
be provided for should be carefully considered. 

Our recommendations are that a committee consisting of L. G. 
Adkinsor, A. E. P. Albert, P. Landry, J. F. Marshall, Stephen Dun- 
can, J. C. Hartzell and W. D. Godman, be appointed to carry out 
the above suggestions and report a plan of action to the next ses- 
sion of the conference. We also recommend and request that 
the Louisiana Conference be given larger representation on the Or- 
phans 7 Home Board.

KEY. JOHX W. COLLETT, B. S. 

Rev. John W. Collett, B. S. was born in Shelby Co. Indiana, in 
18.68, and died in New Orleans, June 18th, 1894. His father and 
mother were devout members of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and in childhood he felt the moulding influence of the Sunday 
school, and church services . While but a youth his parents re- 
moved to Moore's Hill, Indiana, to give their children the advantages 
of the Southeast Indiana Conference College, of which our beloved 
brother and fellow-laborer L. G. Adkinson, D.D., was then President. 
He early united with the church, but was not fully assured of his 
acceptance in Christ until, Avhile attending college at a meeting 
held in the village church, he received, while kneeling at the altar 
of prayer, a great blessing, and from that hour went forward in a 
most earnest and useful Christian life. He completed his college 
course in 1889, and was employed as a tutor in ]STew Orleans Uni- 
versity. The next year he was elected professor of Natural 
Science, a position which he filled with great success, and increas- 
ing popularity until his death. He was apt to teach and succeed- 
ed in inspiring hi $ classes with his own enthusiastic love of the 
studies taught. He was licensed to preach while a student in col- 
lege and was received on trial in our conference at the session held 
in Shreveport, by Bishop Vincent, in 1891. In 1893, he was ad- 
mitted into full connection, ordained deacon and appointed to 
Wellman, on the Mission District, Here he was very acceptable, 
preaching to large congregations on Sabbath, and doing the work 
of a professor in the University through the week. 

In 1894, he was appointed to Hammond, where he at. once suc- 
ceeded in winning the hearts of the people and did the work 
with constantly increasing success during the first four months 
of the year. While still a professor in the University, it was 
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his purpose to spend the four months of his vacation resid- 
ing in Hammond, and giving his whole time and energy to 
the work of a pastor. The people looked forward to his coining 
with the confident expectation of great good to the church 
and community. His own heart was drawn with unusual inter- 
est to the church in Hammond, and he looked with confidence 
for large spiritual results, notwithstanding the heat of summer. 

But God had ordered it otherwise. He was taken with a slow 
fever the last of May, which, despite the most careful nursing and 
skillful medical aid, continued to increase until June 18th, when, 
just as the sun was sinking in the West, his glorified spirit passed 
into the land of the blest. 

Apathetic incident in connection with his death was the fact of 
his marriage just three weeks before. His bride was a Miss 
Attilla M. Farr, of Indiana, who was teacher of Elocution and 
English branches in the University, a position she had success- 
fully filled for five years. 

His remains rest in the beautiful cemetery at Alexandria, 
Indiana, the home of his parents, and near the home of his sudden- 
ly bereaved widow. His early death is one of the mysteries in 
the providence of the Great Head of the church, and we can only 
say out of hearts burdened with a sense of unspeakable loss, 

"Even so, Father, for so it seemed good in thy sight," 
u Servant of God well done, 

Thy glorious warfare's past ; 
The battle fought, the victory won, 
And thou art crowned at last." 



EEV. AUSTIN KENNEDY. 
This honored and faithful servant of the church, after many 
years of devoted service, fell asleep during the past year, at his 
home atSchriever, La. The Rev. Austin Kennedy was received 
on trial in the Louisiana Conference, January 28, 1870. Previous 
to his admission into the conference he served as a supply at Na- 
poleon ville, La,, for one year. After his admission and ordination, 
he successively filled the following appointments, viz : Thibo- 
daux, one year as junior pastor; Terrebonne, three years; Thi- 
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Bod a nx, again one year; Napoh on v die, Wocdjawu and Pajneoui t~ 
ville Circuit, one year ; then Terrebonne again, three years, and 
Woodlawn and Assumption, three years. This was his hist ap- 
pointment. In 1883, he was granted supernumerary relation^ 
which he sustained for a year or two, after which, failing to be re- 
stored to his previous strength and vigor, he was granted a su- 
perannuated relation, which he thereafter continued to sustain 
until called to his reward. Faithful and persevering in his minis- 
try, fraternal and affectionate, in his relation, with all those with 
whom he associated and labored, he leaves many friends to mourn 
his glorious translation, which to him is heaven and great gain. 
We, like him, wall triumph if we faint not. 



KEY. ALEXANDER PRIMUS. 

Rev. Alexander Primus, was born in Louisiana, May 6th, 1836 ? 
and was ordained Deacon in the Louisiana Conference, January 12, 
1873. In 1880, he was received on trial and appointed to Stony 
Point. In 1891 he was appointed to Lake Providence, and in 1882, 
to Bay oil Gou la. He was made a supernumerary in 1883. He 
was murdered on the January 3, 1895, near Baton Rouge, La. He 
leaves nine children, four of whom are under age. His wife died 
in the faith about 2 years ago. Brother Primus was a good Chris- 
tian, and worked hard to make living for himself and children, 
who are now left as orphans of the church, to whom we extend our 
deep sympathy and prayer. 



REV. SIMON EVANS. 

The Rev. Simon Evans, for many years a faithful minister in 
the Louisiana Conference, passed to his reward Monday morning, 
January 28, 1895. He was sick for nearly eighteen months, when 
death came to his relief. Notwithstanding his depreciated health 
for at least six months before the conference of 1894, he volunteer- 
ed service for another year, at Pleasant Plains M. E. Church New 
Orleans; in the service of which church, he both ceased to work 
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tind live, only a week or two before the conference of 1895. Bro. 
Evans was born in the Parish of St. Charles, La., in 1850. 

He was converted to God, and joined Williams Chapel M. E. 
Ohnrch when; a young 1 man from which church he was recommend- 
ed to the travelling connection, and from which his body was taken 
-to its last resting place in the Carrollton cemetery. He was ad- 
mitted into the Louisiana Conference in January 1879, and ap- 
pointed by Bishop Andrews to Morgan City. The following year 
he was ordained a deacon by Bishop Harris, and returned to Mor- 
gan City. He next served St. John and St. Charles Circuit dur- 
ing the years, 1881-1882. At the conference of 1882, lie was admit- 
ted into full connection. In 1881, he was ordained, in a class of 
seven, to viz: F. T. Chinn, A. J. Pickett, J, W. Lewis, C. W. Ker- 
shaw Thos. McCarey, A. J. Ford, and Simon Evans, to Elder's or- 
ders, by Bishop Wiley. He also served successively the following 
appointment viz : Pattersonville, and Centreville 1883-84, Terre- 
bonne 1885-86-67, Camp Parapet 1888-89-90-91, Pleasant Plains, 
New Orleans, 1892-'93-94; whence he took his flight from the toils 
and cares of life to be ever with the Lord. His funernal obsquies 
were participated in by nearly all our city pastors, and thou of 
other denominations. Devout men bore his body to its final rest- 
ing place, amid may tears of sympathy and prayers for the two 
orphaned boy and girl that he leaves to mourn his loss. His was 
& triumph over death, which is radiated with the hope of heaven 
and a glorious resurrection. 



KEY. REESE THOMPSON. 

Rev, Reese Thompson, one of the best known and most respected 
ministers of the Louisiana Conference, died Sunday morning, Janu- 
ary 20, 1895, and his funeral took place Monday, January 21, from 
Union Chapel M. E. Church, New Orleans. It was attended by a 
vast concourse of people and nearly all the pastors of the colored 
churches of the city of New Orlerns. 

He was born in the parish of Sabine, Louisiana, June 25, 1852, 
and was therefore in the forty-third year of his life. He was con- 
verted and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church at sixteen 
years of age, at New Hops Catirch, near Natchitoches, La,, from 
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which church lie was recommended to the travelling- connection of 
the Louisiana Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, which he 
joined at the conference held at Wesley Chapel, in January, 1876, 
when he was ordained a deacon by Bishop Gilbert R aven, and 
appointed to Natchitoches and St. Mark's Circuit, which he served 
for three years, the full term of the pastoral limit at that time. 
He served the next three years— 1879 to 1881— at Mansfield, La. 
After that he served three years at St. Paul Church, Shreveport, 
La.; then two years at Baton Kouge; then the pastoral term limit 
having been extended, he served four years at Union Chapel, Xew 
Orleans; next one year at Franklin. Then he returned to St. Paul, 
Shreveport, and served the last year of his active ministry, when, 
broken down in health, he recpiested and was granted a superan- 
nuated relation January, 1893, which relation lie sustained until 
his death. 

The class In which lie was ordained an elder by the late Bishop 
Win. L. Harris, D.I)., L.L.D., January, 1880, at Wesley Chapel, 
New Orleans, contained, besides himself, the Bevs. A. E. P. Albert, 
J. F. Marshall, Pierre Landry, presiding elders; J. W. Hud- 
son and T. G. Montgomery, ex-presiding elders; and Tennessee 
Jackson, now a presiding elder in the A. M. E. Church, and Frank 
Walker, Win. Davis and Alex. Spears, the latter of whom pre- 
ceded him to that undiscovered country from whose bourne no- 
traveler ever L'eturns. 

Bro. Thompson was a man of high distinction among his people, 
and commanded the confidence, love and respect of all that knew 
him. He was for the last five years of his life the faithful treas- 
urer of this conference, and died in the presidency of the New 
Orleans Preachers' Meeting. He was a self-made man. He 
had scarcely, if any, school advantages, before lie entered the 
itinerancy, but by his close application and incessant study he 
became one of the foremost scholars, theologians and preachers of 
his race in this State. Although sick for many months, he did not 
complain, but he rather grew more and more in the likeness of his 
Divine Master, in whose faith he triumphed, preaching his own 
funeral, and entering into the rest prepared for the people of GocL 
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DYING TESTIMONY. 

Bro. Thompson gave the following dying testimony to Revs. 
Pierre Landry and T. J. Johnson, which they took down at his 
own request, at his home in New Orleans, La., January 16th, 1895. 
Said he: "I want to talk with yon, dear brethren, but am hardly 
able to do so without drawing on much more of your time than 1 
fear you can spare. 77 Upon their assurance that they would gladly 
give him all the time he needed, the ladies present were excused, 
so that he might have a private conference with them. As they 
went out of the room he said : "These are true and faithful friends, 
and I have a host of others not here, but equally true and faith- 
ful; God bless them. I know that I am very sick; and not only 
that, but I shall soon be gone. You need conceal nothing from 
me. I fully realize my condition. My case is past human instru- 
mentality. I ought to have stopped work sooner; my case is now 
too complicated for human skill. I shall be taken away, however, 
by the con sumption; but blessed be God, 1 am ready and also 
willing. I have been all these years making death a study, and to 
me, 'tis but the gate to endless joy. Knowing this, I have sought 
to be ready, and am glad to say that my worldly affairs are all in 
good shape. I am only waiting for the summons, which at the 
farthest can't be far. I was born in the parish of Sabine, La., on the 
25th of June, 1852, and am so registered . I was converted at As- 
bury M. E. Church, in the town of Natchitoches, during the adminis- 
tration of the liev. Ebenezer Hay ward, I think in 1870. I married 
Miss Lucinda A. Jones, also of the parish of Sabine, La., January 
18, 1870. Bro. Oortez and I were always preachers. We preached 
long before we were converted. Gall my wife— -she will show you 
my first license to exhort." Here Mrs. Thompson produced a well- 
kept little box containing their valuable papers, among them his 
license and parchment. He was licensed to exhort March 20th, 
1871, by Rev. E. Williams, P. E. of Natchitoches District, and 
licensed to preach August 11th, 1872, by Ilex. J. M. Vance, P. E. 
of Natchitoches District, Continuing he said: "Brethren— I look 
to-day over my work for these years and see a. clean record. Bro. 
Cortez and I tried our best to take North Louisiana for God and 
Methodism. Of my faithfulness others may testify. 1 kept no 
record of the number of converts at the charges t served, but I 
know that a host of people, both on earth and in heaven, can testify 
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of me. One thing is sure, J counted my life not dear to me in the 
service of Christ In my early ministry I did much circuit work, 
and would meet my appointments regularly, often riding horseback 
thirty miles, meeting three different charges, and preaching at each 
on Sundays. But alas! my brethren, here I am, a physical wreck. 
But my faith is well founded. 'lie liveth in me the hope of eternal 
life-' I shall soon be done with these physical trials through which 
1 am now passing. Come, blessed Jesus, take thy servant home." 

Again, for the third time, he gave way after a violent tit* of 
coughing. Recovering, he said: "This frame can stand but a few 
more such strains. Brethren, don't leave me yet. I may never 
in this world speak to you again. I now commend to your broth- 
erly care my wife; she has been with me in the service from the 
start; she stood with me in evefy struggle, and never faltered. 

She's a noble woman. I commend her and our two daughters 

especially Beulah (for Pazzetta is equipped for life's battles)— to 
the proper consideration of the Methodist Episcopal Church; and 
my brethren, may God bless you all. Say to the brethren, I shall ' 
be pleased to see them. Landry, please write these things and give 
a copy to my wife. The rest of my ministerial life may be found 
in our Conference Minutes." 

lie leaves a devoted widow and two daughters, one of the latter 
of whom, a graduate of the New Orleans University, is a teacher 
in McDonogh School No. 24, New Orleans. He died as he lived, 
in the triumphs of the Gospel that he so ably preached to others. 



REV. PERRY HALL. 

Rev. Perry Hall departed this life October LOth, 1894. Bro. 
Perry Hall was born in the State of Maryland, near the City of 
Baltimore, in 1815, and was converted and became a member of 
the church in 1842. He emigrated to Louisiana in 1849, and be- 
came a member and local preacher of Zion church, now St. Paul, 
Shreveport, in 1808, under the administration of Rev. Samuel 
Armsted. After two years' faithful service in Zion connection, he 
connected himself with the Methodist Episcopal Church, and, join- 
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ing the travelling connection of the Louisiana Conference, was or- 
dained a deacon in 1870. During the years of his ministry lie 
served the following appointments: Spring Eidge Circuit, three 
years; St. James, one year; Bossier, three years; China Grove, 
two years; Red Springs, one year. In 1880 he located, but lie was 
readmitted and placed on the superannuated list, January 1, 1892. 
He was a devout Christian for 52 years and a member of the M. 
E. Church for 2<S years. At the time of his death he was a Super- 
annuated Elder in the Conference. His end was peace.
